raise the general language achievement of thi educa- 
tionally deprived child to a level which more closely 
parallels his ability and to improve the ability of 
each student to express his thoughts orally and in 
writing. Students in Grade 1 will essentially remain 
in self-contained classrooms while the Joplin Plan is 
being used in Grades 2-6 for language arts and mathe- 
matics. Instruction will be made as meaningful and 
concrete as possible through the use of various AV 
hardware such as the 16mm film projector, filmstrip 
and slide projector, overhead projector, listening 
stations, tape recorders, opaque projector, and lan- 
guage master.
